It is natural, so to speak, ' 
for small children to put the 
light, transparent bags over 
their heads and run around 
with them. Upon handling, 
however, the thin plastic 
film becomes charged with 
static electricity and adheres 
tightly, to the child’s face, 
cutting off access to air. 

Quickly panicked at so 
young an age, the young¬ 
ster’s frantic struggles simp¬ 
ly cause the film to cling 
tighter, and the end is not 
long in coming. Nationwide, 
this tragedy has overtaken 
more than 30 children dur¬ 
ing the last five or six 
months. 

As a result, it was recent¬ 
ly suggested that the use of 
plastic garment bags be pro- 


their use has not even been 
considered. 

The protection of small 
children from all such haz¬ 
ards, including plastic gar¬ 
ment bags, is the adult’s re¬ 
sponsibility. It is true that 
the bags, innocent as they 
appear, are dangerous toys. 
But they were not made to 
be toys, any more than as¬ 
pirin tablets were intended 
to be eaten as candy. 

PLASTIC GARMENT bags 
are therefore just one more 
hazard for parents to guard 
against. As a safeguard, 
adults should positively de¬ 
stroy the bags after remov¬ 
ing the clothing or make 
sure that, until they are re¬ 
moved from the premises, 
they are placed well out of 
reach of small hands. Nor 
should the bags ever be used 
as crib covers, blanket cov¬ 
ers, or sheets. Several infants 
have died when the bags 
were so used and subse¬ 
quently came in contact with 
the child’s face. 

When plastic garment 
bags are used solely for file 
purpose for which they were 
made, and this also applies 
in lesser degree to the clear 
film vegetable bags that are 
so widely used, they are per¬ 


fectly safe and most effi¬ 
cient. But they are most haz¬ 
ardous when used as toys, 
and parents must protect 
their children against them 
just as they do in the case 
of other dangers that are 


found in and around prac¬ 
tically every home. 

A pamphlet, released by 
the Society of the Plastic In¬ 
dustry, Inc., gives helpful 
hints to parents on the use 
and misuse of plastic film 
bags, and this will be mailed 
to anyone who sends a card 
of request to the Division of 
Health Education, Los An¬ 
geles County Health Depart¬ 
ment, 241 N. Figueroa St., 
Los Angeles 12.

MARKET TUBE 
TESTERS• 

Having your tubes tested 
at market checkers can save 
you money but in the vast 
majority of cases it will cost 
you more. You probably have 
wondered why TV service 
men never or rarely ever 
carry a tube tester with them 
on a service call. It is be¬ 
cause even the best Tube 
Checker cannot test a tube 
under true conditions, like 
the operation of the TV set. 
A tube can check out good 
and yet not work when the 
load of the TV set is put on 
it. A lube can check weak 
and yet work perfectly well 
in the set, for it may be in 
a circuit that is not as criti¬ 
cal. The average person can¬ 
not determine these condi¬ 
tions, therefore they pay the 
TV service man who knows 
and proceeds accordingly. 

You may have a neighbor 
check all the tubes and find 
5 or 6 bad ones, and after 
buying new tubes the set still 
does not work. You call a 
service man and find you 
have to have a major job 
done and you feel that the 
set is not worth the repair. 
You are then stuck with the 
tubes because you cannot re¬ 
turn them. Had you called a 
service man originally he 
would have told you that the 
set was not worth repairing, 
and you would have saved 
the price of the tubes. In a 
lot of cases putting tubes in 
the wrong socket have caused 
a major repair job, thereby 
costing you more money. 

A final note Is that the 
service man makes a profit 
off these tubes. This profit 
enables him to keep his shop 
labor and house labor down. 
If he loses the profit on these 
tubes you have to pay the 
increase in labor charge. You 
have to pay approximately 
the same amount for the 
tubes but the profit goes to 
benefit the market or the 
drug store that is only inter¬ 
ested in the gravy part, but 
assumes no reponsibility as 
to the future repairs of youi 
television set.
